Claims 77 and 81 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly! point put and distinctly claim the subject matter whijfch 

applicant regards as the invention. There is no specific connection on how the voltage 

can be determined just based on the device-specific charging cord. For all intent 

purpose, the device-specific cord: could have had a different end connector for a specific 

device, i.e. different cellular phones have different charging cords. If this scenario were

the case, it cannot be seen how the voltage of the battery can be determined from the 
cord. The other; sets of claims were deemed allowable because they include the 
specific resistor in the specific charging cord. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 58-65, 78-80 and 86-91 are allowed. 

Claims 67-75 and 82-85 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base" 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten to over the 1 12 rejection.
